I  recently  acquired  a  small  Lincoln  collection 
in  Kennebunk,  Maine.  One  of  the  items  I  thought 
might  interest  you  so  I  am  enclosing  a  photocopy 
for  your  information. 

You  will  note  that  it  is  a  handwritten  letter 
from  Truman  H.  Bartlett,  Boston  sculptor  and 
Lincoln  student,  to  General  J.  L.  Chamberlain, 
hero  of  Little  Round  Top  and  Petersburg  and 
later  President  of  Bowdoin  and  Governor  of 
Maine.   I  believe  the  General  also  became 
quite  a  popular  lecturer  on  Lincoln. 

I  think  that  Bartlett's  discussion  of  Lincoln 
portraiture  in  general  and  his  comments  con- 
cerning the  Hunt  portrait  are  exceedingly 
interesting.  Also  note  his  reference  to  his 
forthcoming  article  in  Harpers  for  February, 
1911,  with  which  I  assume  you  are  familiar.
